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(54) SLACKS WITH HANDCUFF HOUSING POCKET 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide the subject 
slacks suitable for the safe and secure housing, holding, 
handleability and caniage of a handcuff, so designed as 
to provide virtually equal housing parts longitudinally by 
the aid of a partition cloth under the upper housing 
space. 

SOLUTION: This slacks is so designed that there is 
provided a back body hip pocket, the inner side of a 
pocket opening 5 of a housing pocket is provided with an 
upper housing space 15 reaching a belt region, and 
inside the pocket body 2, virtually equal housing parts 6 
are provided longitudinally by the aid of a partition cloth 
16 with a standing upper edge 17 so as to branchedly 
house either of both ring parts of a handcuff three-part 
body in a bridged way on the upper edge 17. Also, the perpendicular height of the upper edge 
of the cloth 16 is set at about a midway position and the ring parts of the handcuff can be 
housed In a bridged and folded fashion on the upper edge and at a position in a suspended 
state, respectively.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the pants with a handcuffs storing pocket which fitted 
handling operability and carrying at the insurance of handcuffs, positive storing maintenance, and a list 
in more detail about pants with a handcuffs storing pocket. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Handcuffs are the transformations of ****(** or **) of the legal -codes- 
of-the-Nara-and-Heian-eras age, it is also called handcuffs to the Edo period and is used for a 
punishment and undecided detention in ****, and it is the iron cyclic permutation which carried out the 
gourd form, and the thing of the gestalt which made both ring parts the shape of a connector is used by 
the end of today from the structure which was missing from both wrists and stopped the edge by the 
lock. Moreover, in order that the handcuffs which a policeman besides the correspondence in flagrante 
delicto arrest etc. carries, a weirder, etc. may use it for a person with prison indoor violence or fear of 
flight as a ** implement, carrying and using it is performed, and current handcuffs serve as arrest of an 
offender and a ** implement in the time of detention, or a prison.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Since handcuffs are covered over right-and-left both wrists 
also from the purpose of use, in the splicing fitting list of a ring part on either side and a connector, since 
a lock is a fundamental gestalt and it is metal, it has weightiness, and the policeman of the front etc. 
contains and carries in a pocket at any time in the state of [ exterior / usual ] concealment, and ejection 
actuation is performed in this in emergency, such as arrest. Incidentally according to the National Police 
Agency and November 27, Heisei 4 establishment "handcuffs specification" The required matter about 
the handcuffs which the National Police Agency supplies as an object for policemen is defined. 
Handcuffs should be used as the rotating type handcuffs of one right and left each, handcuffs on either 
side should be used as the both-hands lock connected by the ring of fixed die length, and the body 
section which the body of handcuffs becomes from two plates and a spacer should be strongly fixed 
using the stage dowel pin etc. Moreover, splicing fitting rotates freely and it is made for a twist etc. not 
to generate it. Furthermore, a dimension and weight are indicated to be the overall length of 24.0cm or 
less of a both-hands lock (pair), and the weight of 1 75g or less. 

[0004] Since handcuffs are the configurations that both ring parts are tied by splicing fitting, as 
mentioned above, Are obliged for a part or all of both ring parts to lap, and to be in a condition, when 
stored in the conventional blip pocket etc. And since a metal material will be in the condition of carrying 
out phase contact, especially, at the times, such as ****** actuation of a trace of arrest of the flight 
criminal in emergency etc., and transit, this ring part and splicing fitting rubbed, and there was a fault 
which produces hauling of the piece of cloth inside a pocket etc. for wear, damage, generating of a 
metallic sound, and its weight.

[Means for Solving the Problem] It is in the use kitchen also of ejection actuation since metals rub when 
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carrying in emergency the body of the handcuffs which consist of an un-fixed form gestalt with which, 
as for the main purposes of this invention, both ring parts were connected by splicing fitting, there is no 
** and a receipts-and-payments actuation top is also stored in the predetermined location inside an 
abbreviation pocket being good, and structure being also very simple, and a sewing top being also 
advantageous, and offering insurance and the pants which are trustworthy and sewed a handcuffs storing 
pocket expedient to carrying on.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It is the backward bodice blip pocket prepared in pants at least. Inside pocket opening of the 
storing pocket of these pants Have the up storage space section which arrives at a belt field, and the 
storing section with an equal abbreviation is formed in the interior of a pocket body forward and 
backward of the septum partition cloth section equipped with the set-up upper limit edge. The pants with 
a handcuffs storing pocket characterized by considering as the configuration which can store mutually 
either of both the ring parts of the body of handcuffs in the shape of mediation branching at an upper 
limit edge. 

[Claim 2] The pants with a handcuffs storing pocket according to claim 1 which set the perpendicular 
height of the upper limit edge of said septum partition cloth section as an abbreviation CHUBU 
ENGINEERING CORPORATION location, are the letters of mediation refraction at an upper limit 
edge, and come to store each of the ring part of handcuffs in the location of a suspension condition. 
[Claim 3] The pants with a handcuffs storing pocket according to claim 1 which set up the perpendicular 
height of the upper limit edge of said septum partition cloth section near the abbreviation lower part, are 
the letters of mediation refraction at an upper limit edge, and come to store each of the ring part of 
handcuffs in the pars basilaris ossis occipitalis or lower contiguity location of the storing section. 
[Claim 4] The pants with a handcuffs storing pocket according to claim 1 which come to form either 
[ either / both or ] the 1st bag cloth of said storing pocket, or the 3rd bag cloth order bag cloth in the 
configuration which has lateral elasticity. 

[Claim 5] Claim 1 which comes to prepare an auxiliary cloth and/or a reinforcement blind stitch in the 
upper limit edge of the septum partition cloth section set up inside said pocket body thru/or pants with a 
handcuffs storing pocket given in two.
